1O3JDOX, Oct. 4—-Between July 1 
the opening of the Somme battle, and 
the end of September, the British 
fjorces on that front took 26,735 pris- 
oners. They engaged in that period 
88 German divisions and forced 29 
of them to withdraw from the battle, 
exhausted or shattered. These results 
were announced in a summary of the 
Somme operations by Sir Douglas 
Haig today, given out by the official 
press bureau. 


The Germans have been thrown 


back on their fourth line defenses. 
The British commander points out 
that the actual results of the battle 
must not be measured by the number 
of prisoners and positions taken, but 
by the effect upon the strength of the 
Teutons in numbers, materials and 
in morale. He emphasises the heavy 
German losses in

in favor of the present system of state con- 
trol by boards of public utility commis- 
sioners.

of individualism and not those of socialism.

* * We do not seek to multiply the ac- 


tivities of government so as to bring about 
vexatious interference with liberty or to re- 
frtnct leptimate enterprise. 
A\ c deprecate all 


unnecessary governmental action."

and president. The other has served as 
governor and supreme justice. One has 
been four years in the White House and the 
other hopes to receive that honor. One has 
been president of one of the greatest uni- 
versities in the world. The other was an 
investigator in one of the greatest probes 
of corruption and graft in modern times. 
Both have had long experience in public 
life. Both are able to draw conclusions from 
previous experiences. And both are oppon- 
ents of the idea of multiplying the already 
numerous duties of the public, believing 
that private enterprise under public super- 
vision is adequate regulation and secures 
proper results.
